Big Business, as the trusts and monopolies are 
known, is making every effort to devise ways and 
means of getting along with their employes, ob- 
viate strikes and riots, and to figure out a just 
basis of conditions between itself and its armies 
of workers. Maybe this time something tangible 
will come out of it all, but all such efforts in 
the past have largely failed, and Big Business and 
its employes are seemingly as bitter toward each 
other as they ever were. Monopolies are as prone 
to error as are kings and despots, whose power 
is similarly unrestrained, or was until the war 
upset it. The¥ go too far, as a rule, and as a re- 
sult overreach themselves. In ten years the U, 
8S. steel trust has taken from the people over a 
billion dollars in excess of a reasonable return 
upon its highly inflated securities. The sugar 
trust has taken from the people fifty millions an- 
nually in excess of a reasonable retuftn upon its 
tins Lesser monopolies hive been doing 

€ same thing. and the people are beginning to 
rebel against it. Kings and despots used to ex- 
ercise a sovereign power which they claimed by 
divine right. Monopolies here exercise a sovereign 
power which is given them by the people through 
charters. Kings brought their own undoing ‘be- 
cause of this unrestrained power, under which 
grew up increased demand. Money was taken 
from the people and spent in profligacy, until the 
people were impoverished and no longer able to 
pay, Our monopolies have been pursuing the same 
fatal policy and the wonder is they did not come 
to grief long ago. The wonderful] resources of the 
country all that prevented. They are costing 
the country too much. and must and will be curb- 
ed. No matter who the owners of the stocks and 
bonds are, they cannot set up the plea that they 
are innocent purchasers--there are no innocent 
purchasers where the whole people are concerned. 
No one wishes to wrong the great corporations, 
or do them any injustice, but. this thing of the 
poor man’s breakfast table being levied upon un- 
justly that pompous multi-millionaires may revel 
and roll in royal luxury is going to have a crimp 
put into it.
